THE 1928 OUTLOOK, IN 
JAPAN. ° 


‘AMERICAN TIMBER. 


The ‘total imports of all foroign 
lumber into’ Japan during: the 
period Jdnuary-June, 1927, amount- 
ed to 614,643,600 fect, board mea- 
sure, valued at 939,316,351 yen. 
These figures show a decrease of 
15,000,000. feet in quantity and 
6,673,092 yen in value from the 
same period. in 1926, but the quan- 
tity imported. was approximately 
thé same as in the first half: of 
1925. (For the first . six months 
the yen equalled $0.4814 in 1927, 
$0.4591 in 1926° and’ $0.4050. in 
1925). ; ‘ 

Japanese imports of Jumber dur- 


ing this perfod represented 3.5 per |" 


cent. of its total import trade, Fir, 
hemlock and cedar made up 91 per 
cent, of the total lumber imported, 
and the United States supplied 93 
per cent, of the ‘lumber imported 
during the firat half of 1927,' the 
amount Imported being, however, 
84,920,000 feet less than in the 
-same period of 1926, : 
Prices for lumber ,-during this 
period were the lowest:in the past 
three years, the average being 
lower than ‘for the year 1926, when 
the average of prices’ was down. 
_ Imports of foréign lumber during 
the four months beginning July 1 
and ended October. 31 totalled

Trade by Districts.’ 


The Tokyo-Yokohama district has 
shown an’ increase in importa dur- 
ing the year, as has the Nagoya 
district, The Osaka district, how- 
ever, recorded a-monthly decrease 
in imports of 8,000,000 to 10,000,- 
000 feet: The. Niigata. . and 
Fushiki districts, hove used . more 
American Jumber than formerly, 
since more direct , shipments’ sre 
being made to those ports. 

It is believed that stocks were 
gomewhat above normal in all dis- 
tricta at the close of 1927. 

‘Prices during the year were low, 
having been affected by the finan- 
cial difficulties in April and again 
by the drop in freight rates in 
September. ° hy :

most promising players at the 
schools this year occupy. that posi- 
tion, Of course, it doesnot do 'to 
look too far ahead, for youth. who 
make their mark at school too 
often fall into the background 
when they reach senior football.

With. the formation, in March 
1928, of the Union Internationale 
de Radiophonie, with its permanent 
seat in. Geneva, international rela- 
tions entered upon a phase hitherto 
unknown. « . + ‘ 

“In order to realise the full signi- 
ficance of the new departure, let us 
for the moment substitute the 
Press for the broadcasting ‘com- 
panies, and. imagine the European 
newspapers arriving at an agree- 
ment ,comparable to that of the 
“Plan de Geneve.” The European 
population would have been par- 
celled out into eighty-three areas, 
within each of which one news- 
paper had a practical monopoly of 
publicity, a voice which predomin- 
ated’ over all .other voices, 
without fear of Interruption by its 
neighbours. ,That alone. would have 
given a power and prestige to the 
Press hitherto undreamt of. 

But tht International Broadcast- 
ing Union has done more than that. 
Not only hag it distributed wave- 
lengths in proportion to the ares, 
population, and’activity of the vari- 
ous States concerned. and guaran- 
teed them against mutual -inter- 
ference, but it has established the 
principle of active co-operation, 
based on mutual respect and good- 
will, It has been agreed that no 
broadcasting station’ shall trans- 
mit anything likely to give offence 


| to ita neighbours, 


Anxious to Avoid Controversy.’ 
This admirable’ agreement may 


be. fairly easy to carry. out in the): 


present state of broadcasting, when 
those in charge of the stations are 
anxious to avold anything in the 
nature of controversy. But the real 
test will come in broadcasting news 
and comments regarding matters 
on which public opinion in neigh- 


bouring States diverges consider-. 


ably. It is amusing to hear Mos- 
cow and Warsaw shouting more 
léss well, disguised propaganda at 
each other. One wonders which 
will prove the more persuasive of 
the two—the flexible consonants of 


the Polskie Radio or the still more: 


fiexible vowels of the Old Komin- 
tern. 


distinctly patriotic bias, but show- 
ed more’ restraint than the Lithuan- 
fan newspapers. ‘he old  ob- 
servation that the acquisition of 
power. breeds a sense ‘of respqnsi- 
bility has not failed in thia case. 
When’ Russia will have joined the 
“gentleman's agreement” about 
broadcasting, a firm foundation 
will have been laid for a-United 
States of Europe. : i 

The main difficulty in the way of 
the creation of a sense .of unity 
among European nations ‘is the lin- 
guistic one. It is by no means 
true, as Esperantista contend, that 
all- international disputes are due, 
to: misunderstandings attributable 
to differences of language. Some 
of the bloodiest wars, even in 
modern times, have been fought be- 
tween people speaking the same 
Janguage. The Austro-Prussian 
war, the American civil war,.and 
the Irish rebellion were fought be- 
tween combatants speaking the 
same language and Inheriting the 
same civilisation, z : 

And these wars were not com- 
‘mercial wars. Austria and Prussia 
fought for the sake of pride and 
power., America was. divided on 
the fasues .of slavery and self- 
determination, Ireland fought for 
freedom, although that freedom 
might bring commercial ruin and 
industrial stagnation, There was 
wat. in heaven before there was 
war on earth, the war of ideas and 
ideals. The best way to stop men 
killing each other is to preserve: 
harmony: among their ideals.

In becoming famillar with the 
various European stations, the lis- 
tener finds that the linguistic diffi- 
culty gradually disappears, He 
learns to ,understand the seml- 
military “Achtung!” of the Ger- 
man stations, the punctilious “Bon- 
soir, Mesdames; bonsoir Mesde- 
moiselles; .bonsolr Messicura”’ of 
France, and the . “Buona- 
notte a. tutte’ of Rome. He 
learns that “Lahku noc” is. 
Serbian for “Goodnight,'} that 
the Dutch. “Wel te rustaa’ iy in- 
tended to wish him happy slum- 
berg, He becames acquainted with 
quite’ a number of unfamiliar na- 
tional anthems, and acquires a 
vivid’ impression of a “Concert of 
Europe” where all is -harmony and 
benevolence. |. : 

International Sympathy, 

One must not build too many 
hopes on this beginning. Some of 
us remember that until just before 
the War the Eiffel: Tower was in 
the habit of sending out most affec- 
tionate greetings to “tous les chers 
amis de F.L.” , But we can’hardly 
compare a small number of Morse 
readers who understood and felt 
the warmth of these messages with 
the millions affected by modern 
broadcasting. The’ constant daily 
experience of, international sym- 
pathy and co-operation must have 
a lasting’ effect on. the mutual at- 
‘titude of nations, | 

We need, not look forward to the 
reduction of the number of langu- 
ages to a'minimum’ in order. to 
break down the: barriers between 
nations. The world losea by. the 
earth of every languagé which has 
been used and cultivated by great 
thinkers and writers for expressing 
‘their thoughts. : 

' Greece’ owes the success of its 
struggle for ‘independence to 
Europe and the love inspired by 
Momer and’ ‘Plato, The debt we 
owe to Greece has been paid back a 
hundredfold. Broadcasting makes 
it possible for every nation to make 
a free gift of its cultural treasures 
toall, Such gifts make enmity im- 


possible,
